Holland’s presentation, hea- 
vily documented with exhibits 
demonstrating the ends to which 
Florida growers have goné in 
trying to recruit domestic la- 
bor, made it eminently clear 
that all efforts to secure such 
workers have failed. He also 
analyzed at length the imprac- 
ticability of the most recent 
criteria which the Department 
of Labor has established for the 
importation of the type of off- 
shore labor which can accomp- 
lish the task. 

Speaking from voluminous 
notes, Senator Holland initially 
pointed out the inaccuracy of 
the opinion held by the Labor 
Department that the recent a- 
bolishment of ‘the so-called 
"bracero" or Mexican labor bill 
had the intent of preventing the 
future importation of all foreign 
Ófarm labor into the United 
States. There is ample evidence, 
declared Holland, in the records 
of Congressional deliberations 
and both Senate and House 
hearings of the past to make 
it clear that the Congress had 
no intention of abandoning a 30- 
year-old program permitting 
such importation. 

Frequently during the course 
of his addtess today, Senator 
Holland yielded the Floor to 
Senate colleagues representing 
other “agricultural states who 
made reports of critical pro- 
blems in their own states as the 
result of,the Department of La- 
bor policy. 

Holland also expressed the 
belief that he should bring this 
matter to the attention of the 
Senate before taking the matter 
directly to the White House for 
relief if other measurés fail. 
Throughout his presentation he 
also made it eminently clear 
that he and Congressmen for 
other, similarily-affected states 
intend to continue the fight to 
preserve the long-held right to 
import farm labor whenever 
necessary as a means of pro- 
tecting not only the agricul-

NATIONAL FFA WEEK is sche- 
duled in February to honor George 
Washington, who was an outstanding 
farmer as well as a great leader. George 
Washington is the father of American 
farmers, 


Back in the 1780's Washington, & 
tall Virginia planter started a farm 
chore that made American agricultural 
history. While counting seed he found 
that there were 8,025 barley seeds to 
a pound; 29,800 seeds of timothy; and 
71,000 seeds of red clover. In this way 
George Washington pioneered syste- 
matic or scientifie farming. There was 
no department of agriculture for a far- 
mer who sought aid or information. 
Usually there were no successful neigh- 
bors who could give advice, for other 
colonial planters used a  hit-or-miss 
method, too—and usually missed, 


Washington, however, refused to 
guess. He found out the hard way, by 
his own experiments, how to judge soil, 


anybody who could make it to the Ar-
